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LCs 


The building pictured here is the storage house where our bulbs are kept through 
the winter. It is a-32-foot by 50-foot building, well insulated; and heated by an oil-burn- 
ing forced air system. The temperature is held at 38 to 40 degrees through the winter 
and spring season and that is the best thrip-control we know anything about. All bulbs 
are dried and cured out of doors as much as possible, during the digging season. All 
bulbs are hand cleaned and graded and State inspected before shipping to you.

Read This Before Buying Your Bulbs 


Growing good gladiolus blooms is not exactly an easy task. They 
appreciate and require good culture and care. In the first place, if you pur- 
chase bulbs before planting time, they should be stored in a dry place, as 
cool as possible above freezing temperatures. About the time the trees get 
their leaves they should be planted, but before planting they should be 
dipped in an antiseptic solution to insure them against disease and thrip; 
the latter is a destructive insect. We dip ours in Lysol, one ounce to three 
gallons of water, allowing them to soak over night just before planting. 
‘When the plants are six to eight inches high we spray them with a spray 
of Tartar Emetic, one ounce to three gallons of water with half a pound of 
brown sugar to the three-gallon mixture. This sweetens it and causes the 
spray to adhere to the plants. If they are sprayed once a week you are 
sure to have good blooms. We sometimes spray three times, four days apart, 
just before blooming starts, and that usually wipes them out as their life 
cycle is about ten days. Six weeks after blooming your bulbs may be dug 
and stored as above directed. We try to keep our storage’ house at about 40 
degrees for about six or eight weeks during the winter, which is supposed 
to destroy any thrip or their eggs. We have not seen any living thrip in our 
storage house. 


Performance of Varieties 
Summer of 1947 


One swallow does not make a summer. Growing a Glad in our fields 
for one year does not prove that it is a world-beater or a bum. We did 
find several of the newer Glads to be very fine and give a fine performance 
in our soil the first season we have grown them. Among those we grew for 
the first time, the following left a good impression on our minds: Beauty’s 
Blush was excellent, and should go on to become a fine commercial as well 
as show variety. A staunch, vigorous grower and stood our extreme heat 
very well. Another grand number is Orange Gold. We had a few large 
bulbs, and a couple of hundred No. 5 bulbs. We cut fine spikes from almost 
every bulb planted. It may be a bit plain, but the color is out-standing, 
and calls to you to ‘Come and cut’ and put in a vase where it opens up in 
grand shape. The few thousand bulblets we had germinated and made bet- 
ter than average growth. Trocadero is another lovely glad, with a carrot- 
color that is very fine for florist use. We planted Spotlight in quantity for 
the first time, and it appears to be a coming commercial variety. In its 
second season with us, Huntress again proved to be a good doer in a tough 
year. The few hundred bulblets we planted after cracking, made mostly 
No. 2 bulbs, and very fine bulbs, too. Daisy Mae (planted very late) was 
a high-light for September blooms, and we are going to stock up on that 
one. Another first-year surprise was Rosy Light from Milton Jack’s garden. 
It seems to be one of the most beautiful of the newer numbers. We are 
buying more. Van Gold was going fine, but burned a little in our 100-degree 
weather. 


Some of the older varieties that stood the heat well and produced ex- 
cellent bulbs were: Magnolia, Ethel Cave Cole, Badger Beauty, Golden 
Teton, Mother Kadel, Marg. Beaton, Blue Beauty, Autumn Gold, Red 
Charm, Kenwood, Birch Red, Rosy Red, Buckeye Bronze, Wings of Song, 
Leading Lady, Miss Wisconsin, Valeria, Elizabeth the Queen and others. 
Purple Supreme, Stoplight, Algonquin, Picardy, and a few others showed 
some disease virus in the bulbs, probably due to our hot dry season. 


We saw Carl Fischer cutting fine blooms from Beauty’s Blush grown 
from No. 6 bulbs, on September 28rd; and that glad really can get a spike 
up there from small bulbs. We hope Wedgewood and White Christmas will 
do just as well. Mr. Fischer tries them a long time before naming them. 
We wish all originators would do as well. We like to try new ones from 
everywhere, however, and expect to keep on maintaining a trial garden. 
We probably will pay $10 per bulb for a few again this year. Hope we get 
young bulbs!

WHY BUY JUMBO BULBS? 


Some small garden growers seem to want us 
to furnish the largest bulb we can grow, when 
they purchase large, or No. 1 bulbs. By far 
the largest number of blooms we sell are grown 
from No. 4 bulbs, or smaller. We grow thou- 
sands of fine blooms from No. 5 bulbs, ™% to 
5g inch in size. Of course we try to cultivate 
and water well. Some varieties will do better 
from No. 4 or 5 than others. However, most 
any variety will produce acceptable blooms 
from No. 4 bulbs with average culture. Most 
jumbo bulbs will grow 2 or more buds, and 
they will then produce only average spikes. A 
good husky No. 3 bulb is ideal, in our soil. Of 
course a well grown spike from No. 1 or 2 
bulb should produce maximum bloom.
